MOSCOW, Sept. 11 (AP).—The 
Red army reported today it had 
driven back the Germans from 10 
to 12 miles in the new thrusts on 
the central front, taken a toll of 


30,000 Nazies dead and wounded in 
50 days of fighting around Xiev, 
and repulsed a German-Finnish at- 
tempt to cut the Leningrad-Mur- 
mansk railroad in the north. 

Battles were reported raging 
along the entire front from the 
Karelian Isthmus to the Black Sea, 
with the long dormant Velikie Luki 
sector, in the north-central region, 
suddenly flaring into action. The 
Russians said they had thwasted 
a Nazi attempt to cross the Upper 
Dvina River, also on the north- 
central front, and reported Lenin- 
grad’s defenders had recaptured a 
yillage in a ‘counterattack. 

Successes in Center Claimed. 

The advances on the . central 
font. wese claimed in the, se 
Fiere the Russians said three 
wedges had been thrust into the 
German lines to relieve Nazi pres- 
pure on the flanks. 

By last night, one report said, 
Russian forces under Commander 
Eremenko had regained 10 vil- 
lages and had driven forward 
roughly 10 to 12 miles, overcoming 
stubborn German resistance with 
the help of the Russian air force. 

Soviet bombers, the army news- 
paper, Red Star, said, “do not al- 
low Fascist troops a moment’s re- 
spite, dropping tons of metal on 
their heads continuously, destroy- 
ing tank columns and exterminat- 
ing the enemy’s manpower.” 

Reds Hit Back at Leningrad. 

Red Star, army newspaper, said 
the defenders of Leningrad had 
taken the initiative in the ap- 
proaches and had closed in on a 
German-occupied point trom three 
sides. The point was identified 
only as village Y, where, the report 
said, the Russians have been at- 
lacking for five days. The Rus- 
sians held the village yesterday 
against an attempted counterat- 
lack with numerically superior 
forces supported by planes and ar- 
lillery, it was said.

Strong Indications Presi- 
dent Will Reveal Plans 
to Aid Reds—Expected 
to Touch on Incidents at 
Sea.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 11.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s radio address to- 
night will be in such clear Eng- 
lish that it will leave no unan- 
swered questions, the White 
House announced today. The 
speech will be at 8 o'clock, St. 
Louis time. 

The general subject will be free- 
dom of the seas, and undoubtedly 


will include reference to the sink- 
ing of the American freighter Steel 
Seafarer and the American-operat- 
ed, Panamanian-registered Sessa 
and the submarine attack on the 
United’ States destroyer Greer. 
There are strong indications the 
President also will reveal plans 
for American aid to Soviet Russia. 

Unusual precautions are being 
takén“dgainst —— Medloetire 
of the contents of the speech 
Stephen T. Early, White House 
secretary, said today that although 
the completed speech probably 
would be in his hands by mid- 
afternoon, he could not say when 
the advance text for newspapers 
would be distributed. He conceded 
that the White House was being 
“pretty careful,”» and explained 
that 30 years’ experience had 
taught him how to spot the misuse 
of advance texts for obtaining 
comment. 

One possible explanation for the 
care in distribution of the advance 
text is that Charles A. Lindbergh 
is scheduled to deliver a broadcast 
address at an America Firgt Com- 
mittee rally at Des Moines imme- 
diately after the President fin- 
ishes. Perhaps the White House 
does not want Lindbergh to have 
the advantage of the whole text 
or of important parts. 

Meaning Will Be Piain. 

“The speech,” Early declared, 
“will mean what it says. It will 
be written in English, and in Eng- 
lish that needs. no translation.” 

“Of course, the speech will be 
translated into foreign languages 
for rebroadcasts, but that is a dif- 
ferent matter.” 

Since no questions “will remain 
unanswered,” Early continued, the 
President has canceled his regular 
Friday morning press conference, 
and instead will confer with the 
American delegation to Moscow. 
It is probable, Early said, that this 
delegation, headed by W. Averell 
Harriman, also would confer with 
Roosevelt this afternoon. 

The President went over an al- 
most-finished draft of the speech 
this morning with Vice-President 
Wallace, Senate Majority Leader 
Barkley, Chairman Connally of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee, Senator Minority Leader Mc- 
Nary, Acting Speaker Woodrum, 
Chairman Bloom of the House For- 
eign Affairs Committee, House Mi- 
nority Leader Martin and Acting 
House Majority Leader Cochran 
of St. Louis. : 

Cochran, who has not seen eye 
to-eye with the administration on 
foreign policy, voted against exten- 
sion of the select service period.

Early declined to disclose items 
in the speech. _He did not know 
whether there would be recom- 
mendations ior legislation, and 
when it was pointed out that some 
congressional leaders had called

top-ranking congressional leaders.

Joint Staff Already Set Up, 


Arms, Troops and Small 
Submarines Sent Across 
Mediterranean to Bases, 
Informants Say.

France, Germany and Spain have 
work out elaborate joint plans to 
defend West Africa, according to 
information reaching the Associ 
ated Press in New York today. 

Belief that the United States and 
Great Britain some day will try 
to seize bases in the strategic 
French, Spanish and Portuguese 
possessions across the South Atlan- 
tic has brough the three Powers

Portugal Rejected Axis Bid.

Gen. Otozo Yamada, an old-line 
conservative whose fame dates 
back to the Russian-Ja war, 
was named commander-in-chief of 
the new headquarters, answerable 
directly to Emperor Hirohito, in 
whose favor he is said to rank 
high. Gen. Yamada will retain his 
old job as inspector general of mil- 
itary education. 

All national defense activities of 
Korean and Formosan garrisons 
and of the air forces attached 
thereto will be directly under the 
new headquarters, 

Four Defense Districts. 

A new system provides for the 
division of Japan proper into four 
military districts, eastern, western, 
central and northern. The Japa- 
nese news agency, Domei, in re- 
porting the new setup, did not ex- 
plain what relation the national de- 
fense headquarters would have 
with the imperial high command, 
which includes the army and the 
navy. 

The high command conferred 
with the Government earlier in the 
day. This was followed by a lunch- 
eon given by the Emperor for Pre- 
mier Prince Konoye and other 
cabinet members in appreciation of 
their services to the state, an an- 
nouncement said. 

Meanwhile, the Japanese Eco- 
nomic Federation suggested to the 
Finance Ministry that it start a 
campaign to prevent inflation 
caused by mounting expenditures 
and a shortage of materials. 

The federation recommended a 
savings program, a system of de- 
ferred pay, lottery tickets and spe- 
cial taxation privileges for savings 
bank depositors. The deferred pay 
plan called for giving workers part 
of their salaries in cash and the 
balance in Government bonds. 

-- Coal to Be Kationed. 

The Government announced coal 
would be rationed this winter with 
priority to factories, stores and 
plants where coal is indispensable 
for defense needs. Gasoline al- 
ready has been rationed. 

With further operation of gaso- 
line-powered taxicabs barred and 
charcoal burners restricted, the 
rain-soaked streets of Tokyo pre- 
sented a particularly deserted ap- 
pearance today.

STOCKHOLM, Sweden, Sept. 11 
(AP).—With all of the Oslo area 
encircled by German troops and 
two Norwegian labor leaders al- 
ready executed by firing squad, 
Vidkun Quisling’s Nazi-sponsored 
regime today took over complete 
control of both workers’ and em- 
ployers’ organizations in German- 
occupied Norway. 

The stated reason for the proc- 
lamation by German authorities of 
a state of civil siege yesterday was 
that a general strike of Norwegian 
workers had been set for today. It 
was reported here that Quisling 
agents in the Norwegian labor 
movement betrayed the plans. 
The status of the general strike 
was uncertain. 

(Authorities in Nazi-occupied 
Oslo said normal work was re- 
sumed today after two days of 
strikes in the iron and shipbuild- 
ing industries.) 

Labor Head Arrested. 

The head of the Norwegian Fed- 
eration of Labor was ousted and 
arrested and replaced by Odd Fos- 
sum, leader of Quisling’s Nasjonal 
Samling labor organization. This 
put the nation’s Federation of La- 
bor into Quisling’s so-called cor- 
porative state structure. 

The entire board of the employ- 
ers’ organizations then was re- 
moved and placed under police sur- 
veilance. A new employers’ leader, 
one Lippestad, a Quislingist, was 
appointed.

WHISPERING CAMPAIGN A 


Asserts One Group of Op- 
ponents Seeks Spoils of 
Office, Another Errone- 
ously Thinks Party Sys- 
tem Depends on Jobs. 


A warning that “strongly organ- 
ized political groups” would be 
busy at the special election Tues- 
day in an effort to defeat the civil 
service amendment was given in a 
radio talk yesterday by Russell L. 
Dearmont, attorney and candidate 


for the Democratic nomination for 
Governor in 1932. 

Party workers are opposed to the 
amendment, he declared, because 
they believed in the slogan, “To 
the victor belongs the spoils.” The 
opposition of such party workers 
thus arose from a purely selfish 
personal interest in jobs, he said. 
Other organization members be- 
lieve that the merit amendment 
would destroy the two-party sys- 
tem, that abolishment of the spoils 
system would mean elimination of 
the two-party system. 

“To those who fear that the es- 
tablishment of the merit system 
may seriously weaken our great 
political parties, a convincing an- 
swer can be given, Dearmont said. 
“Our Federal Government is large- 
ly operating under a civil service 
or merit system with no apparent 
weakening of the strength of our 
great political parties, nationally. 
Many important cities of the coun- 
try, including New York, Cleveland 
and Cincinnati, have well-estab- 
lished merit systems and yet the 
political parties are as strong as 
ever there. 


Spoils System a Burden. 

“During the past 20 years or 
more, I have been quite active in 
politics, I have held public office 
and have held important offices in 
my political party. I can assure you 
from my experience that most of 
the intelligent leaders in the two 
major politica] parties consider the 
spoils system a burden rather than 
a benefit to party strength and 
solidarity. 

“Men experienced in party activ- 
ity and in public office realize that 
for every appointment made under 
the spoils system, you disappoint 
many more who sought the ap- 
pointment. As a matter of fact, 
many public officials feel that they 
gain little strength from the sup- 


in 


of the 


posed loyalty of their appointees 
to them. 

“This story is told of the late 
Senator Stone, who was a great 
statesman and a politician of rare 
ability. On his return to St. Louis 
after the adjournment of Congress 
on one occasion, hé was met here 
by a political adviser who told the 
Senator he had better go to South- 
west Missouri and attempt to repair 
his political fences as there were 
a good many people down there 
who were criticising him rather 
severely. The Senator is reputed 
to have replied: ‘Don’t let that 
worry you—it’s probably just a 
bunch of fellows that I have ap- 
pointed to political positions who 
are mad because I haven't got 
them a promotion.’ 

“Most informed politicians know 
that probably more Congressmen 
have been defeated for re-election 
because of unfortunate postoffice 
appointments than because of the 
record they have made in Con- 
gress. 
Public Welfare First. 

“After all, the amendment should 
not be considered from the stand- 
point of how it will affect poli- 
ticians and party workers, but 
it should be considered solely from 
the standpoint of public welfare. 

“In the first place, the adoption 
amendment will free the 
Mayor and his cabinet from the 
patronage burden which I am sure 
occupies not less than one-fourth 
of the thought and time of the 
Mayor and his department heads. 
This will unquestionably mean that 
the’administrative end of our city 
government will be more efficiently 
and intelligently handled. 

“In the second place, I estimate 
that not less than one-tenth of the 
time of the average city employe 


is devoted to partisan political ac- 
tivities. If the amendment is 
adopted, the city employes will not 
engage in political activities and 
this time will be gained for im- 
portant city work. 
“In the third place, the efficiency 
of the various city departments 
will be materially improved be- 
cause all employes will in the fu- 
ture be selected on the basis of 
their fitness and qualifications to 
fill the job for which they are 
selected. 
“In the fourth place, many in- 
telligent and qualified young peo- 
ple will seek a career in city af- 
fairs. 
“In the fifth place, the spirit 
and efficiency of city employes will 
be materially improved when they 
are relieved from the feeling of in- 
security. which hangs over their 
heads as long as they hold purely 
political appointments. 

Saving of $1,000,000 a Year. 
“In the sixth place, it has been 
estimated by a number of experts 
on city government that the in- 
creased efficiency of elected offi- 
cials and employed personne] un- 
der a merit system will result in 
an annual saving to the taxpayers 
of approximately $1,000,000, 
“St. Louis has long been known 
to have one of the best police de- 
partments in any major city in 
the country. I call your attention 
to the fact that the merit system

velopment of this important 
agency. 

“Our city government is in real- 
ity a business institution with 
which almost every citizen must 
transact some business several 
times each year. Its annual budget 
is in excess of $10,000,000, which 
makes it one of the largest busi- 
ness enterprises in the city. A large 
percentage of city employes have 
technical positions which makes 
it increasingly important that they 
be selected on a merit basis. 

“It should require no argument 

to convince any fair-minded person 
that such an important business as 
our city government cannot be ef- 
ficiently operated with its person- 
nel subject to wholesale change 
whenever the party in power is 
succeeded by another.

It 
prohibits political activity on the 
part of city employes, so that we 
shall have no more taking time off 
at the City Hall for clerks to go 
out and ring doorbells.” 

T. W. Adams Talks on Radio. 

T. W. Adams, associate editor of 
the St. Louis Catholic, said in a 
radio address today the civil serv- 
ice amendment, if passed, “will be 
a new charter of freedom.” 

“On Tuesday, next week,” he 
said, “every voter in St, Louis can

If to 
the victor belongs the spoils 
then it must be remembered that 
the people of St. Louis were the 
victors in the last election, and 
that the spoils they seek are the 
honest spoils of better government 
at the least possible cost to them- 
selves in taxes. 


“Another question—‘Don’t you 
know, Mayor Becker, this amend- 
ment will freeze in all the present 
city employes? And you've hardly 
begun to get rid of the holdovers 
from the opposition party! Do 
you want to freeze them into their 
jobs—incompetents along with the 
others?’ 

Won't Freeze In Employes. 

“Here’s my answer. This amend- 
ment will not freeze irfto his job 
for life any incompetent. It clearly 


classified civil service must meet 
the standards set up for his job 
or he cannot stay in it. Dishon- 
esty, disobedience, inefficiency or 
incapacity to perform the duties. 
can bring about prompt dismissal. 
“Therefore, the measure does 
not provide for blanketing in those 
whose only claim to a city position 
is mere political service. 


“Now as to the question of 
political beliefs themselves. To- 
day, approximately half the classi- 
fied city, employes are of one 
party and half of the other. Only 
when there is such a balance can 
there ever be the possibility of a 
merit system amendment being 
passed. 

“It would have been quite possi- 
ble to fire all the members of one 
party from the city payroll and re- 
place them with the members of 
another in the five months just 
past. Heavens knows, there was 
plenty of precedent for it.” 

“But what chance then would 
this amendment have had of pass- 
age? With one party of outs all 
fightnig for it? 

“Who is to say that this divi- 
sion of employes among varying 
political -beliefs is not the right 
one—the ideal one—if the cause 
of good government is to be 
served in this hour when the 
final decision rests with you, the 
voters? 


Efficient Employes Want System. 


“Mark this well—inefficient city 
employes will not want this 
amendment passed, for it gives 
them no protection and they need 
expect none. Efficient city em- 
ployes, who wish to make the pub- 
lic service their life work, will 
want it because it will help them 
serve you the better. 


“Still another question—‘aren’t 
you inconsistent, Mayor Becker? 
Although this administration hasn’t 
followed precedent by a wholesale 
cleanout of all the opposition—still 
nearly half the opposition hold- 
overs have been let go the last few 
months. How do you reconcile that 
with your support of this amend- 
ment to put an end to political 
firings?’ 

“That’s a pointed question. In 
some cases, it hasn’t been an en- 
tirely honest one, I feel—especial- 
ly when put by Dr. Darst and Mr. 
Tracy, whose records of adherence 
to any vestige of merit in their 
hirings and firings won’t bear 
scrutiny. But when honestly put, 
it is a question that deserves an 
honest answer. Here it is: 


Smashing a Machine. 
“The people of St. Louis voted 


states that any employe under the 


last spring to smash a machine. 


They knew full well that a ma- 
chine is not made up of one man, 
nor of two men, nor of a dozen 


iance to their machine organiza- 
tion. 


“This administration found hun- 
dreds upon hundreds of such peo- 
ple—wheels and of the very 
machine it had fought—in office 
when it came into being. And when 
it was proved they still were work- 
ing for their political machine and 
not for you, the citizens—out they 
went, along with the inefficients, 
the plain obstructionists, the ones 
who wanted to quit anyhow, and 
the few who had other jobs even 
though we wanted them to stay. 

“This was pledged to be a busi- 
ness administration. And no ad- 
ministration can be efficient and 
businesslike if part of its staff 
owes allegiance first of all to a 
hostile political machine. That's 
‘what you face under the old sys- 
tem. You don’t face it ander the 
civil service plan for city govern- 
ment. * 

“Look at it this way. Under the 
old system of awards of city jobs 
—paid for by your money, mind 
you—the political worker knew 
that if he proved his loyalty to the 
machine, he always would be ‘ta- 
ken care of.’ 


“All right—suppose such a per- 
son has a city job and then along 
comes a change in administration. 
He’s confronted with two alterna- 
tives. He can pitch in to do the 
best job possible in his job under 
the new administration and by be- 
ing loyal to the public service, cut 
his ties with his old machine or- 
ganization, even though he still is 
free to privately vote for it next 
election. 


“Or, staying on in. that city job, 
he can keep up his old loyalty to 
his machine, do all he can to im- 
pede efficient operation of the new 
administration, intent only on pass- 
ing the word to his party head- 
quarters on all day-to-day affairs 
at the City Hall, serve as an oppo- 
sition obstructionist at his particu- 
lar desk even though surrounded 
by others intent on doing the best 
job possible, 


Fidelity to City or to Machine. 


“Let no one misunderstand me. 
What I am saying is that it is 
wrong for a city employe to put 
loyalty to a political machine above 
fidelity to his position in service 
of all the people—who are his real 
employers. 


“But—I say this in full recogni- 
tion that there must be organiza- 


tion in politics, just as there must 
be .organization in religion, in 


business, in all the enterprises of 
our modern life. Charity drives 
would fall, U. S. O. campaigns 
would be ineffective, were there no 
organization behind their efforts. 
Nothing worth while is ever ac- 
complished by groups of individ- 
uals without organization. We all 
know that. 


“It is only when this organiza- 
tion for the common good is seized . 
upon by any one man or clique of 
men and used for their private, 
ulterior purposes—that crganiza- 
tion becomes harmful. It becomes 
then a machine—and there is a 
vast difference between a city em- 
ploye who believes in his organ- 
ized political body—and a city em- 
ploye who owes his devotion to a 
political machine. . 

“A man can be loyal to his po- 
litical organization while still mak- 
ing the public service his first loy- 
alty. A man cannot be loyal to 
a machine, while on the public 
payroll, and still put the city’s in- 
terests first. And for a very sim- 
ple reason. The man who puts the 
public interest above the machine’s 
—is of no use to the machine. It 
doesn’t want him, then! 

“Here you have the real differ- 
ence between two systems—the old 
and the new. Between the new 
idea, under the merit system, if 
requiring that the city job have 
first demand on the employe’s time 
and efforts and loyalty. And the 
old idea of putting machine loyal- 
ty above all else, with such loyalty 
being a sure guarantee of tenure 
in the job, no matter how inade- 
quately the work itself might be 
done. 


“I won’t bother tonight to detail 
how we battled this very problem 
time and time again in the first 
months of this administration. Of 
men and women we tried to keep, 
who neglected, and some even in- 
sulted the public who came to city 
departments on business, knowing 
the public would think the insults 
came from members of the new 
administration. 

“Of the outrageous laxity in the 
Water Department collections, cor- 
rected only by a-cleanout of those 
who couldn’t or wouldn’t do the 
jobs they were paid for. Of clear 
evidence that city jobs were being 
retained simply to serve as listen- 
ing posts for the forces you had 
defeated at the polls. 


“Of case after case where people 
had to be let out or the whole ma- 
chinery of city government would 
have bogged down—had to be dis- 
charged—for gause, and for cause 
that had nothing to do with their 
private political beliefs. 

“And right there you have the

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War Propagandists Operate Censorship 
Within Industry Through Hays Office, 


. John T, Flynn 


Tells Senators. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 11 (AP).— 
A Senate Interstate Commerce sub- 
committee heard charges today 


| that a privately controlied censor- 


ship was beifg operated within 
the motion pictu industry to 
“club those who want to present 
the side of peace in America.” — 
John T. Flynn, newspaper and. 
mag&zine writer, made this accusa- 
tion at hearings on a resolution by 
Senators, Nye (Rep.), North Dakota, 
and Clark. (Dem.), Missouri, to in- 


| vestigate the alleged dissemination 


of war propaganda. > 

Flynn testified after’ Nye and 
Clark had engaged in heated codn- 
troversy. through public  state- 
ments, with Wendell L. Willkie, 
1940 Republican presidential nomi- 
nee and movie industry counsel. 

Nye accused Willkie of attempt- 
ing to halt the imvestigation in an 
endeavor to “cover up the vicious- 
ness of the motion picture thea- 
ters.” -Willkie replied that Nye’s 
charges were “laughable,” asserting 
the industry was anxious to show 
to the committee the pictures about 
which Nye and Clark complained. 


“Monopolistic” Censorship. 


Flynn, a member of America 
First Committee opposing American 
involvement in the war, declared 
that, a monopolistic form of cen- 
sorship had grown up’ within the 
movie industry through the estab- 
lishment of production code ad- 
ministration by the Will Hays or- 
ganization, 

He said independent movie pro- 
ducers were required to submit 
their scripts to this administra- 
tion before they could produce pic- 
tures which would be shown in the 
profitable first-run houses. Some 
of these ind@pendents had com- 
plained, he went on, that they were 
being charged excessive fees by the 
administration. 

Beyond that, the witness said, 
the administration had the power 
to force the independents’ produc- 
tion into any mold it chose. 

“Used as Club.” 


“T do not think an intelligent 
man can have any doubt,” Flynn 
declared, “that this censorship is 
being used now to club those who 
want to present the side of peace 
in America, and to promote the 
glorification of war, the interests 
of the British Empire and the in- 
volvement of the United States in 
a war which may destroy its liber- 
ties even though we win the war.”

‘Flynn observed at one point that 
even though a moving picture 
might truthfully portray an. event, 
it could still be propaganda. 

Willkie thereupon * gave report- 
ers a handwritten statement as- 
serting that “John Flynn’s admis- 
sion that he was not complaining 
that the. pictures portrayed other 
than the truth eliminates the sole 
remaining excuse for the contin- 
uance of the hearing.” 

Willkie also handed reporters a 
typewritten statement asserting 
that the witness’ testimony was 
“merely a redraft of Senator 
Clark’s of yesterday; or perhaps 
John Flynn wrote them both.” 

The statement said that the in- 
dustry wanted to show the pic- 
tures and to demonstrate by direct 
testimony- of witnesses just re- 
turned from Germany that the 
films were “only a pale portrayal 
of the terror and cruelties of 
Nazi Germany.” | 

It added that in Flynn’s testi- 
mony “the old monopoly humbug 
is dragged out again to divert mo- 
mentarily attention from the real 
object of the investigation—the 
sabotage of the country’s foreign 
policy.” 

Citing a statement of Sinclair 
Lewis in 1936 that Hays hat 
barred production of a movie from 
Lewis’ novel, “It Can't Happen 
Here,” because it was “anti-Fasc- 
ist,” Flynn said the late Sidney 
Howard, playwright, had been ef- 
gaged to prepare the book for the 
screen, 

“Mr, Howard stated,” Flynn teés- 
tified, “that Mr. Hays told the pro- 
ducers that he didn’t know which 
way the next’ election’ might go 
and he certainly didn’t intend to 
offend the Republicans. There is 
a hot one for Mr. Winkie. That 
was about the time Mr... Willkie 
was going in the Republican party 
and Mr. Hays didn’t want to of- 
fend the Republican party by pro- 
ducing an anti-Fascist picture... . 

“If a man can be prohibited by 
this censorship from producing an 
anti-Fascist picture, he can be pro- 
hibited by this censorship from 
producing any other kind of a pic- 
ture.” ’ 

Senator and Witness Clash. 

Senator McFarland (Dem.), Ari- 
zona, and the witness engaged in a 
sharply worded exchange before 
Flynn began his testimony. 

McFarland questioned Flynn 
about his activities as chairman 
of the America First Committee of 
New York and asked whether 
members of the German-American 
Bund had not been advised to join 
the committee. 

“If you are insinuating that the 
America First Committee of New 
York is in any way connected with 
the Bund,” Flynn retorted warmly, 
“you are grossly misinformed.” 

Replying to another question by 
McFarland, Flynn declared: 

“I'm not friendly to the Bund, 
and you must know that, Sen- 
ator.” 

“To tell you the truth,” McFar- 
land retorted, “I don’t know much 
about you.” 

“That’s your fault, Senator,” 
Flynn responded. 

“Are you so important a man 
that everyone should know about 
you?” the Senator asked. 

“No,” said the witness, “but I

standpoint of the co-ordinator’s of-

The report recommended “an im-

CENTURY-OLD WELL 
GOES MODERN ; NOW 
PRODUCES GASOLINE 


Fuel Obtained by Running 
Water Through Cream Sep- 
arator at Taylor, Miss. 


TAYLOR, Miss., Sept. 11 (AP). — 
As long as the century-old well in 
the center of Taylor remains, this 


town can laugh at gasoline ration- 
ing. 
The well has been a mystery, a 
very satisfactory one, for the last 
seven weeks. Taylor’s citizens have 
only to run its gasoline-coated wa- 
ter through an ordinary cream 
separator and they have motor 
fuel. 
The old well was dug by Taylor’s 
first citizens more than 100 years 
ago-and was first used for water- 
ing horses and other stock. The 
gasoline content was discovered by 
Elton Cain as he poured well water 
into his automobile radiator. The 
Board of Aldermen had the well 
cleaned out. The gasoline kept 
coming. They put a fence around 
the well, deeming it a fire hazard. 
Prof. R. R. Priddy of the Missis- 
sippi Geological Survey identified 
the gasoline as coming from a 
nearby filling station. But the pro- 
prietor couldn’t find a leak in his 
tank, so that theory was aban- 
doned. 

The puzzle still is unsolved. The 
gasoline keeps coming in increas- 
ing quantities.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 11. 


TH the reshuffling of industria] defense officials’ into the new 
Weer Priorities and Allocations Board, President Roosevelt is 

thought to have served final notice on the warring chieftains to 
get down to production at once and stop fighting among themselves 
for personal power or the victory of one ideology over another, 


Otherwise, it is predicted, the President will appoint a comman-| 


der-in-chief of the program to function as total boss, with power to 
crack down on politicians and selfish industrialists, and notify de- 
fense executives to deliver war manufactures or get out. 


Roosevelt is said recently to have 
expressed keen impatience with 
high officials because of their re- 
fusal to assume authority and 
their practice of haunting the 
White House to obtain his deci- 
sion or minor questions, like pri- 
orities on freight cars. He is re- 
ported to have complained that 
‘Baruch never went to President 
Wilson and botiered him about 
trifles.” The reference is to Ber- 
nard M. Baruch, chairman of the 
War Industries Board during the 
World War. 

In the latest reorganization, it is 
noted, William S. Knudsen, direc- 
tor general of the Office of Produc- 
tion Management, was stripped of 
policy-making functions except in 
so far as he is one among seven 
men on the Supply Priorities and 
Allocations Board; and the admin- 
istration of priorities, chief weapon 
of the defense arsenal, was taken 
from Edward. R. Stettinius Jr. and 
transferred to Donald M. Nelson, 
executive director of SPAB. 


Whether this body proves to be 
a permanent solution of the pro- 
duction muddle, or merely another 
expedient, depends, it is generally 
agreed, on Nelson’s toughness of 
mind, SPAB’s chairman, Vice- 
President Wallace, is likely to 
function chiefly as New Deal win- 
dow dressing. Nelson has been 
warned that he must learn to stand 
up to politicians and industrialists 
alike, to say “Yes” or “No” accord- 
ing to his own judgment and con- 
science; to make his decisions not 
tomorrow or next week, but imme- 
diately; and to stick to them once 
they are spoken. According to re- 
port, Nelson has undertaken to ful- 
fill] these responsibilities, or else 
resign. 

An omen of independence was 
perhaps indicated by Nelson’s ac- 
tion in cracking down on Secretary 
of the Interior Ickes regarding 
prorities for building oil pipe lines 
from Louisiana to bring petroleum 
and its products to the Eastern sea- 
board, 

His admirers, who are legion, de- 
clare that as OPM’s Director of 
Purchases he became the ablest 
executive in the defense organiza- 
tion. They point to his long and 
successful experience as a business 
man, and declare that his mind has 
been equipped by nature and train- 
ing for precise and resolute opera- 
tion. 

On the other hand, some critics 
are asking whether there is not 
ground for skepticism in the fact 
that he is at once the darling of 
the business world and the New 
Deal’s favorite industrialist, and 
whether this dual repute does not 
betray a tendency to wobble. 


One of those hoping most fer- 
vently that Nelson will succeed is, 
strangely enough, Baruch himself, 
whose recent pronouncement that 
SPAB is only “a faltering step for- 
ward,” threw a bombshell into of- 
ficial Washington. If events prove 
him to have been a fool in making 
that attack, Baruch’s friends quote 
him as saying, then he will be “the 
happiest fool in all America.” 

These informants state that Ba- 
ruch dislikes intensely the role of 
critic which circumstances have 


forced on him, and that he prefers | 


to praise rather than blame. His 
outburst, on leaving the White 
House last week, broke a silence of 
many months. But he is said to be 
convinced that the fate of the 
world may depend on American 
production, not a year from now, 
but today. Therefore he is expect- 
ed to pull no punches when he 
appears soon as a witness before a 
congressional committee. 


The prediction is made that this 
time the President will find it im- 
possible to wait for months to find 
out whether SPAB will work, as 
he did in the case of its two prede- 
cessors, the National Advisory De- 
fense Commission and OPM. 


Whether Hitler’s invasion of Rus- 
sia can be turned into his battle 
of the Marne hinges essentially 
on the output of American fac- 
tories, it is believed here. Should 
Russia be able to hold out through 
the winter the task of American 
industry would be first to provide 
the British with tanks, planes and 
munitions for withstanding a Ger- 
man thrust in Africa and the Near 
East, which is expected in the im- 
minent future; and, second, to help 
replace by spring the _ colossal 
losses of material which have been 
suffered by the Soviet Union. 

It is now recognized that the last 
hope of the United States to avoid 
a shooting war lies in multiplying 
its production of munitions for the 
governments resisting aggression: 


Should the President become con- 


vinced in the next four or five 
weeks that SPAB is not likely to 
do the job and that he must ap- 
point a commander-in-chief of the 
defense program, then there are 
two names prominently before him 
for choice as “the Baruch of 
1941.” The second is that of Judge 
Robert P. Patterson, under secre- 


tary of war, who has made a fine 
record as the army’s procurement 
chief. The first name is unknown, 
except it is said to be that of a 
leading industrialist not connected 
as yet with the rearmament effort. 
Popular surmise is that it may be 
either Owen D. Young, Eugene M. 
Grace or Alfred P. Sloan.

Communist M. P. Calls Churchill

Commons Debate 


Later Apologizes — Exchange Set Off By 
Charge British Minister Said He Hoped 
Nazis and Reds Annihilated Each Other. 


LONDON, Sept. 11 (AP). 


ILLIAM GALLACHER, the 
W ony Commugist member of 

Parliament, today called 
Prime Minister Churchill a “black- 
guard” to his face and accused 
him of “dirty, cowardly, rotten ac- 
tion” in an angry outburst in the 
House of Commons. 

Gallacher later apologized to the 
House. 

The incident came over charges 
that Col. J. T. C. Moore-Brabazon, 
Minister for Aircraft Production, 
had expressed hope that the Rus- 
sian and German armies would 
annihilate each other. 

Florid and excited, the Com- 
munist first told the House that 
“yery deep and bitter feeling ex- 
ists among trade unionists” over 
statements attributed to Col. 
Moore-Brabazon. 

He asked Churchill to “clear out 
of this Government anyone who 
is not 100 per cent for co-opera- 
tion with Russia.” 


Churchill’s Reply. 

The Prime Minister replied to 
this: 

“IT do not think I should be pre- 
pared to receive guidance in pol- 
icy or conduct from an honorable 
gentleman who, it is notorious, has 
to change his opinions whenever 
he is ordered to by a body outside 
this country.” 

Gallacher retorted that “I have 
never at any time taken: orders 
from anyone outside this coun- 
try,” and he shouted a demand 
for withdrawal of the “insulting 
remark.” 

“It is a dirty, cowardly, rotten 
action on the part of the Prime 
Minister,” he said. “It is the ac- 
tion of a blackguard. It is a foul 
and dirty lie.” 

The Speaker of the House re- 
quested the press gallery not to 
use a story on the outburst, but 
the request came long after the 
evening “newspapers already had 
published their accounts, 

The debate, which thus brought 
the harshest words leveled at 
Churchill since he became Prime 
Minister, was the aftermath of an 
accusation against Moore-Brabazon 
in a speech by Jack Tanner, pres- 
ident of the Amalgamated En- 
gineers’ Union, to the Trades Un- 
ion Congress at Edinburgh Sept. 2.

Gallacher. opened with a ques- 
tion whether the statements at- 
tributed to Moore-Brabazon, name- 
ly. Tanner’s charge that the Min- 
ister had publicly expressed a 
wish. for the extermination of both 
the Russian and German armies, 
represented the Government’s pol⸗ 


icy. 
Churchill answered that the ver- 
sions given the public of Moore- 
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icy of His Majesty's Government 
nor the views of the Minister.” 

Churchill asserted that he had 
telephoned Moore-Brabazon the 
day that Germany attacked Rus- 
sia and had told him “the line I 
was going to take that night” in 
his world-wide broadcast pledging 
aid to the Soviet Union. ~ 

The nister “wholeheartedly 
supported that hine and fe ex- 
pressed enthusiastic assent. .. .” 
Churchill added. 

“Moreover,” Churchill continued, 
“he has been ardently at work 
sending hundreds of fighter air- 
craft to Russia, many of which 
have already got there.” 

Churchill said that he had read 
correspondence relating to, the ac- 
cusation against Moore-Brabazon 
and that he was “astonished that 
anyone could have taken the mis- 
chievous action of making this a 
sensation which does nothing but 
harm to Russia as well as Brit- 
ain and leads to suspicion be- 
tween those whose fortunes are 
linked together.” 

Churchill added that he was 
convinced that Moore-Brabazon 
was “with us heart and soul. 

“Otherwise,” he said, “I should 
not have appointed him.” 

Gallacher’s demands for with- 
drawal of Churchill’s remark were 
interrupted by the Speaker’s call 
for the next question, whereupon 
the House went on with other 
business. 

In his apology; addressed to the 
—*2 this afternoon, Gallacher 
said: 

“After deep reflection about 
what occurred this morning I want 
to apologize to you, sir, and to 
the House for the offensive words 
I used when I put to you my point 
of order and I want to make a 
complete withdrawal of the offen- 
sive remarks made and. directed 
towards the Prime Minister.” 

The House cheered.

BERN, Sept. 10.

mania, where the people are 
reported to be visibly weary of war 
in behalf of the Nazis. 

There is despair over Rumanian 
losses in the conflict with Russia, 
and a protest to the pro-Nazi Gov- 
ePnment of Premier Gen. Ion An- 
tonescu recently led to the arrest 
of followers of the opposition lead- 
er, Dr. Juliu Maniu, 

Conditions in Rumania are de- 
picted in the National Zeitung of 
Basel. Its Balkan expert, recount- 
ing Rumania’s series of struggles 
beginning with the revolt between 
the Iron Guard and King Carol, 
says: 

“Above all else, the Rumanian 
people are tired.” 

There are three reasons, he says, 
for the increasing dissatisfaction 
in this Balkan country: 

First, the Rumanian people early 
learned to discount the “victory” 
pronouncements of their Govern- 
ment and realized that it was to 
be a long and difficult war. 
Second, they discovered quickly 
how great their losses were and 
how they would continue. By Aug. 
1, he says, citing “reliable” esti- 
mates,” Rumania had lost 20,000 
dead and 100,000 wounded, while 
400 field hospitals were. being built 
to care for the daily arrival of 
casualty trains. 

Since then, Rumanian troops 
have been thrown into the terrific 
fighting around e Black Sea 
fortress of Odessa, Dispatches from 
Moscow declare that the Ruman- 
ians suffered 20,000 casualties in 
the first 10 days of September and 
that eight of the 16 divisions re- 
ported in the battle no longer exist 
as organized units. 

The Rumanian people are begin- 
ning to ask, the National Zeitung 
continues, if these losses are jus- 
tified for the recapture of Bessa- 
rabia and Bukovina when it means 
the recapture of ruins instead of 
fertile land. Bombings of Bucha- 
rest, while they have not caused 
great damage, have contributed to 
shattering the civilian morale, the 
newspaper says. 

The third and crucial turning 
point in. Rumania’s attitude to- 
ward the war, the paper goes on, 
was its transformation from a war 
of liberation for the provinces tak- 
en by the Russians to an outright 
imperialistic struggle, or worse, a 
mercenary job of fighting for for- 
eign interests. 

Rumania’s Government, the pa- 
per says, tried to stir war enthu- 
siasm with slogans about the recap- 
ture of Bessarabia and Bukovina. 
Once this territory had been re- 
gained, however, the rulers were 
forced to’ find new catchwords, 
which the paper says have evoked 
little response. The controlled press 
began to speak of “not the Dnies- 
ter but the Bug” and to clamor 
for the incorporation of a large 
portion of the Ukraine, to which it 
gave the name Transnistria, This, 
the account says, has been discov- 
ered suddenly to be old Rumanian 
soil and its population “primarily 
Rumanian although long’ cut off 
from their fatherland.” 

One result, according to this ac- 
count, is that Dr. Maniu sent a 
memorandum to Gen. Antonescu, 
describing the entire campaign as 
nonsense and a battle purely for 
foreign interests. Dr. Maniu’s pop- 
ularity saved him Yrom arrest but 
the answer, the account says, was 
the arrest of a number of his fol- 
lowers including two former Min- 
isters, Popovici and Mihalaches. 


Big Gain in Shoe Production, 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 11 (AP).— 
Reports to the Census Bureau 
from 845 factories making boots, 
shoes and slippers, other than rub- 
ber show July production totaling 
44,353,063 pairs, which wag 11.5 per 
cent more than in June and 30.4 
per cent greater than during July, 
1940. Women’s shoes accounted 
for 17,633,370 pairs in the July

IF THE POLITICIANS ARE SMART— 

Smartness is supposed to be one of the chief qual- 
ities of the politician. Indeed, it is an innate smart- 
ness which is supposed to set the professional poli- 
ticlan apart from the run of his fellow citizens, 
which is supposed to equip him for the matching of 
wits and the handling of issues and men that are 
the year-in-and-year-out business of party organiza- 
tion politics, ‘ 

But the thing which is supposed to be true is not 
always true. The politicians are not always smart. 
The opposition of many of the local precinct and 
ward workers to the civil service amendment to the 
City Charter is proof enough of this. 

Chairman Fred W. Evers ‘of the Republican City 
Committee is not only opposed to the amendment 
but he has put himself in the position of fighting 
Mayor Becker on the issue. So have certain other 
Republican organization members. 

The stand of Democratic ward workers has at- 
tracted less attention because the Democrats are out 
0 ‘power. but there are Democratic politicians who 
likewise are working against the amendment. The 
ducking and dodging and stalling of the Democratic 
Board of Aldermen, on this issue was one of the 
factors in the defeat of Bernard F. Dickmann for 
re-election last spring. 

These politicians, who oppose the civil service 
amendment, may think they are being smart but, 
whatever their party, they are being anything but 
smart, 

Does anyone doubt this? Then let us see. 
Three years ago a campaign was waged in Cleve- 
land for a municipal civil service. The advocates 
of the merit system stressed the argument “that 
Cleveland and St. Louis were the only American cities 
of the first population rank without effective meas- 
ures to keep spoils methods out of municipal ap- 
pointments.” Cleveland adopted civil service and 
thus left St. Louis as the only large city in the 
country without civil service. 

Is it smart politics to work to keep St. Louis in 
this obviously discredited last place? 

Mayor Becker and three former Mayors of St. 
Louis—Bernard F. Dickmann, Henry W. Kiel and 
Rolla Wells—have indorsed the merit system amend- 
ment. They have indorsed it because they know 
that it will improve the character of the municipal 
personnel and increase the efficiency of the munici- 
pal services. 

Is it smart politics to stand against four men, 
two from each party, who have been called to the 
highest post the city has to offer to a political 
leader? / 

The City Survey Committee studied the spoils 
manipulation of the public employes of St. Louis 
and then reported: “The merit system has never 
had a fair chance in St. Louis. Handicapped from 
the beginning by defective and incomplete Charter 
provisions, by insufficient appropriations, by lack 
of a trained staff equipped to deal with the difficult 
problems in a professional and expert way, by con- 
tinual pressure from the spoilsmen, and by lethargy 
on the part of the public, it is not surprising that 
no more has been accomplished.” 

Is it smart politics to ignore the considered judg- 
ment of a non-partisan, civic organization? 

The campaign for the civil service amendment is 
growing rapidly. Dean Joseph A. McClain of the 
Washington University Law School, chairman of the 
. Citizens’ Committee, says it is “catching on like a 
prairie fire.” Next Wednesday, the election re- 
turns may very well report one of those uprisings 
of the voters which sweep everything before it. 

Is it smart politics for ward committeemen to 
shut their eyes to this and so run the risk of being 
overwhelmingly repudiated at the polls? 

Adoption of the civil service amendment will be 
a long forward step which will bring beneficial no- 
tice to St. Louis all over the country.

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CALL FOR RESOLUTE STATESMANSHIP. 

Secretary Morgenthau made a corking speech in 
Boston Tuesday night, warning the country against 
inflation; earlier in the week, Senator Barkley, Mr. 
Roosevelt’s leader in the upper house, also told of 
the tragedy to come if inflationary trends are not 
harnessed. 

But when is the administration going to take the 
decisive actions which are necessary to save this 
country from inflation? Mr. Morgenthau says the 
public must be taxed more, must spend less, save 
faster and submit to increased regulation. This is 
strong medicine, but the doctors do not use weak 
tea to kill deadly germs. The suffering that infla- 
tion would carry in its wake would be infinitely 
worse than the sacrifices which the Secretary of 
the Treasury advocates. : 

Part of Mr. Morgenthau’s speech is so good and 
so pointed that it deserves the study of all citizens. 
He said to the farmer, to the labor leader, to the 
landlord, to the business man, to the banker: | 

It is sheer folly from the farmer’s point of 
view to push prices up by creating scarcities in 
times like these. The farmers suffered cruelly 
for 12 long. years after the collapse of the in- 
flation of 1920 and 1921; they should not be . 
made to suffer again. te 

It is sheer folly in the same way for labor lead- 
ers to seek new increases in wages every few 
months—new increases which in turn produce 
higher manufacturing costs, higher prices and a 
higher cost of living. 

It is shortsighted for a landlord to charge all 
that the traffic will bear in defense centers, 
where housing space is at a premium. 

It is poor business, in the long run, for a 
business man to seek exorbitant profits in this 
period of defense spending. * 

It is bad banking, in the long run, for any 
banker to exploit the present demand for funds 
by seeking to charge unreasonable interest rates. 
Folly, shortsightedness, poor business, bad bank- 

ing—these are accurate terms—but it also is folly 
to suppose that farmers, labor leaders, landlords, 
business men and bankers are going to take Mr. 
Morgenthau’s advice. Left to their own devices as 
individuals, they are gothg to act for what they deem 
to be their own interests as individuals instead of 
altruistically for. the public good. 

Meantime, we hope Messrs. Morgenthau and 
Barkley represent the White. House point of view, 
and that the White House is prepared to move swift- 
ly to save the country from a catastrophic spiral 
of wage, profit and price increases. It will take the 
most resolute kind of statesmanship to fasten the 
kind of controls that will prevent inflation, and 


woe betide us if this resolution is lacking. 
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WHICH CLARK? 

The othér day, Dorothy Thompson was discussing 
the foreign policy of “isolationists.” She criticised 
in particular a statement, which she said was made 
by “Senator Clark,” that our’ good neighbor policy 
was a failure and that “instead of talking about 
sending our soldiers to Europe, we ought to use them 
in our own hemisphere” to set up puppet govern- 
ments in South America which we could “trust to 
put American interests ahead of those of Germany 
or any other country.” 

The columnist’s criticism of that extravagant pro- 
posal was entirely proper. However, she was negli- 
gent in failing anywhere to give a clue as to which. 
Senator she meant. There are two Senator Clarks, 
D. Worth Clark of Idaho and Bennett Clark of 
Missouri.

The St. Louis public schools had a deficit of 
$290,000 last year, and higher expenditures are ex- 
pected in the current term.

That leaves a considerable surplus—is it for night 
clubs, bouquets for beach beauties, roller-coaster 
rides or souvenirs for the home folks? 


And, so, if they value what is left to them 
of their country’s respect, should those iso- 
lationist Senators now bent on ap inquisi- 
tion of the motion-picture industry. These 
gentlemen, of course, have a wholly dif- 
ferent objective in view, which is to smoke 
out not Communists but those they like to 
consider “war-mongers.” 

It was Senator Wheeler who a short 
while ago delivered a tirade against the 
motion-picture industry as an agency delib- 
erately directed to fostering the war spirit. 
He has now hand-picked a subcommittee to 
establish his point “in the most barefaced 
attempt at censorship and racial persecu- 
tion which has ever been tried in this 
country?’

BROADWAY — 


Play by Frederick H. Brennan, 
Former St. Louisan, Called 
a Hit by Critics. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 11. — After 
two previous attempts to win 
Broadway’s favor, Frederick Haz- 


litt Brennan, magazine and movie 
writer and former member of the 
Post-Dispatch news staff, seems to 
have landed a solid success. “The 
Wookey,” which had had a promis- 
ing tryout tour through Washing- 
ton and Baltimore, opened last 
night and received the critics’ 
praise generally. 

The drama, which offers Ed- 
mund Gwenn in its leading role, 
ig derived from incidents of the 
heroic British defense of the past 
two years and takes its title from 
the name of a London East End 
tugboat captain, Horace Wookey. 
The opening of the play is on the 
day before England’s entrance into 
the war, the second act deals with 
the retreat from Dunkerque and 
the climax is reached in the Ger- 
man air attack of September, 1940. 

Through it all; Wookey main- 
tains his democratic right to op- 
pose the Government on all issues 
and to do as he pleases, but in the 
manner in which he rises to Brit- 
ain’s defense, he exemplifies the 
courage of the whole people. 

“Comic and Admirable.” 

“Since Mr. Brennan has a rowdy 
sense of humor and the gift of gab 
as a story-teller, his drema of 
bomb-blasted London is at once 
comic and admirable,” wrote 
Brooks Atkinson, critic of the 
Times. “Mr. Brennan has found 
a fresh and human approach to a 
subject that has rubbed a good 
many noble words bare of mean- 
ing. Although the cause is a 
sublime one, he has not forgotten 
that the work of war is done by 
human beings. He has done his 
in the same fashion with saltiness, 
some mischief and a good deal of 
deference to honest valor.” 

Howard Barnes of the Herald 
Tribune thought the new drama 
“a fine and moving play, both chal- 
lenging and craftsmanlike.” “Writ- 
ten with eloquence and understand- 
ing and played superbly by Ed- 
mund Gwenn and his supporting 
company,” Barnes said, “it gives 
the new theatrical season distinc- 
tion and excitement. Edgar Sel- 
wyn, who came back from Holly- 
wood to present the production, 
has. done a painstaking job; Rob- 
ert Sinclair has used all his direc- 
torial cunning on the staging and 
Jo Mielziner’s sets and lighting are 
triumphant.” 

Burns Mantle of the Daily News 
gave the play the rating of three 
stars, termed it “interesting and 
fairly spectacular,” but said he 
had “the uneasy feeling that when 
the war is over and the British 
get down to writing. their own 
story of the wartime lives and re- 
actions of their people, their dra- 
mas will not bear too close re- 
semblance to this one,” which he 
termed “an American playwright’s 
tribute to these little people.” 

“Three Undeniable Assets.” 

Reports in the afternoon papers 
today also were favorable. The 
World Telegram’s new critic, John 
Mason Brown, wrote: “In times of 
stress, melodramas—such a one, 
for example,-as last night’s “The 
Wookey’—are apt to prove service- 
able enough. Literature can wait; 
the world’s righting cannot. Fred- 
erick Brennan’s saga .. . is one 
of those plays which, though skel- 
etonized by the author, is given its 
truest flesh and blood by the hates 
and fears we all bring to it.” 

In the Journal-American, John 
Anderson says, “With superb sound 
effects recorded during a Lond6n, 
air raid, an excellent view of a 
bombed house from the scenic stu- 
dio of Jo Mielziner and a heartily 
warm and endearing performance 
by Edmund Gwenn, “The Wookey’ 
revealed three undeniable assets. 
It is naturally gallant, often amus- 
ing and in one scene of hellish de- 
struction, both horrifying and 
touching.” 

Richard Lockridge’s comment, in 
the Sun, was that “it is an absorb- 
ing, moving play” and “sporadical- 
ly rather more” than that.

THE ABILITY TO MAKE PEACE 


VER since the fall of France 

the world hag been expecting 

Hitler to make of 
peace, and there have been many 
feelers and rumors put out by 
agents of the Axis. But as a mat- 
ter of fact there has never ma- 
terialized the great peace offensive, 
which so many dreaded as a devil- 
ish trap and others looked forward 
to as promising at least a‘tem- 
porary stoppage of the slaughter. 
Instead of an offer of negotiations 
which it would have been exceed- 
ingly dangerous to accept and very 
difficult to refuse, Hitler made his 
aerial attack on Britain which not 
only failed to give him mastery of 
the air for an invasion but, be- 
cause of the assault on civilians, 
made the British and a large part 
of the American people implacable. 
This was followed by the alliance 
with Japan and the spread of Jap- 
anese aggression into Indo-China 
and the South Seas. After that 
came Mussolini’s attack in Greece 
and Hitler’s conquest of the Bal- 
kans, and then the launching of 
the great war on Russia. 

Thus, while there have been per- 
sistent rumors of proposals of 
peace, in fact the war has grown 
larger and fiercer. The war threat- 
ens to grow still larger and still 
fiercer. Why, we must ask our- 
selves, did Hitler not make a se- 
rious attempt to end the war last 
summer, last autumn, even this 
spring, when his armies had swept 
all before them on the continent 
of Europe?

HE stock answer to this ques- 

tion. is that Mr. Churchill, aid- 
ed and abetted by Mr. Roosevelt, 
insisted on continuing the war by 
rejecting out of hand, and before 
they could be formulated and pre- 
sented, all proposals for a negoti- 
ated peace. But this answer, 
though it has been accepted by so 
many, is certainly no explanation 
of why last summer and autumn 
when Hitler was victorious in 
Europe, he did not launch a peace 
offensive designed to unseat Mr. 
Churchill and checkmate Mr. 
Roosevelt. After all, no one ever 
supposed Hitler could make peace 
with Mr. Churchill or with Mr. 
Roosevelt, and therefore it is no 
explanation to say that they re- 
fused his offers before they were 
made. The whole purpose of a 
peace offensive—that is to say, of 
an offer to negotiate which could 
not be refused—would have been to 
go over Mr. Churchill’s head to the 
British people and over Mr. 
Roosevelt’s, who was then running 
for election, to the American peo- 
ple. 


The question, therefore, remains 
why, having conquered France, 
Hitler did not make an offer which 
was sufficiegtly impressive to 
make it impossible for Mr. Church- 
ill or Mr. Roosevelt to reject it 
summarily. Both those who dread- 
ed and those who hoped for such 
an offer believed that Hitler had 
it in his power to make an offer. 
They thought he might make a 
prompt and reasonably chivalrous 
peace with France, and then in 
combination with France, Italy, 
Spain and the Danubian countries 
proclaim the new European order, 
asking the British and-the Ameri- 
cans whether they wished to set-

HE event has demonstrated 

that in the nature of things 
Hitler. is unable to make peace 
with anyone. The Allies insist that 
they will not make peace with Hit- 
ler, and they point to his unbroken 
record of broken promises. But 
as a matter of fact these broken 
promises are merely the’ outward 
manifestations of a deeper trouble 
—which is that Hitler cannot make 
peace even if he wanted to make it, 
even if he meant to make it, even 
if he tried to make it. The case of 
France proves it. For if Hitler has 
not made peace with a prostrate 
France while it has been unden a 
government proclaiming its desire 
to be incorporated in the new or- 
der, it is because Hitler cannot of- 
fer a peace which any one—even a 
disarmed nation—can possibly ac- 
cept. 

Hitler cannot make peace be- 
Cause he can never evacuate any 
occupied territory and because he 
can never demobilize the German 
Army. This is the decisive in- 
ward reason why Hitler can never 
keep a promise of non-aggression 
and why he must go on making 
war. 

¢* *« * 

F he had made peace with 

France, he would have had to re- 
lease the prisoners. He dared not 
allow the young men of France to 
return home to a country which 
he had gutted. He would have 
had to withdraw his occupying 
forces. He dared not do this, 
knowing quite well what would 
happen to his agents and to the 
French collaborations. Thus he 
can never withdraw from  con- 
quered territory without the cer- 
tainty of the inhabitants turning 
violently against him.” This is the 
reason why the new order has not 
yet been established anywhere, 
though its advent has so often 
been proclaimed. 

But while the impossibility of 
evacuating any part of Europe ren- 
ders a Hitler peace impossible, the 
problem of a demobilization inside 
of Germany is under Hitler utterly 
insoluble. To bring back into 
Germany the fanatic young men 
now spread over Europe from Nar- 
vik to Crete, to demobilize them 
and feed them and provide them 
with work and opportunity com- 
mensurate with what they have 
been promised or even with what 
they would need—this is something 
which Hitler can never do.. No 
one can do it. The material, the 
jobs, the markets, do not exist 
in continental Europe for this 
mass of men, and so they must, 
if possible, conquer their subsist- 
ence outside of Europe, or at least 
be kept busy as long as possible, 
just making war outside of Ger- 


many. 
‘x HUS, Hitler’s armies can re- 
turn’ to Germany only after 
Hitler has fallen. They can return 
only under a German government 
which they will not hold responsi- 
‘ble for the misery they will suf- 
fer. They can return only under 
a government which is capable, 
because it has made peace with the 
outer world, of obtaining assist- 
ance in relieving their misery. 
That is why Hitler, when he 
had the opportunity, did not make 
the proposals of peace which were 
so generally expected. He cannot 
make peace, and he knows it. It is 
time that he knew it, not merely 
to have done with the illusions 
of the so-called appeasers but be- 
cause the time is coming, if it is 
not already at hand, when the po- 
litical initiative will be in our 
hands. We shall then be able to 
shorten the war by exploiting the 
fact that whereas Hitler can never 
make peace, the free nations can. 
That is a most powerful resource 
which we cannot afford to neg 
lect.

JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 10

set up an eight-point program of 
preparedness instruction for Mis- 
souri’s public schools today.

DEATH RAY MATES 
DES AT 1 WALES 


LONDON, Sept. 11 (AP).—Harry 
Grindell-Matthews, 61 years old, 
electrical research scientist known 
‘as “Death Ray Matthews,” died of 
a heart attack today in his lonely, 
guarded laboratory bungalow on 
the top of a mountain near Swan- 
sea, Wales... He had been ill for 
several months. * 


Grindell-Matthews, who married 
Ganna Walska, the singer, in 1938, 
invented a-ray which he said 
would bring down airplanes at a 
distance. It has been reported also 
that he devised a ray to kill dis- 
ease germs and designed a rocket 
airplane to travel six miles a sec- 
ond. 

But, so far as the public knows, 
none of his lethal machines ever 
has been employed in the present 
war. 


Grindell-Matthews is credited in 
“Who’s Who” with several impor- 
tant inventions less spectacular 
than the “death ray,” including an 
automatic pilot for flying ma- 
chine, talking films as far back 
as 1918, and the “luminaphone, an 
organ played by light,” in 1926. 

In. 1926-27 the inventor was con- 
sulting expert on sound film pro- 
duction to Warner Brothers in the 
United States, and recently had 
been occupied in research work, 
particularly air defense. 

In 1911 he succeeded in estab- 
lishing radio communication with 
an airplane a mile and a half away 
flying at the then remarkable speed 
of 60 miles an hour. 

His research problems included 
a device designed to detect subma- 
rines as far as 30 miles away.

Declare This Is Motive for 
Ruling Americans May 
Leave England on Bellig- 
erent Ships. 


BERLIN, Sept. 11 (AP).—The 
United States’ deeision that Amer- 
ican citizens may return from Eng- 
land on ships of belligerents was 
interpreted by authorized German 
sources today as a “direct result 
of efforts to create possibilities for 


incidents.” 

Germany, it was asserted, can- 
not guarantee the safety of Amer- 
ican passengers traveling on bel- 
ligerent ships because the areas 
around Britain not only are sub- 
ject to air and submarine attack 


* but are heavily mined. 


German commentators, who usu- 
ally wait 24 hours after a Roose- 
velt address to give the German 
reactien, opened in advance with 
blasts against the President’s radio 
speech scheduled for tonight. 

The authoritative commentary 
Dienst aus Deutschland, under the 
heading, “Preparations for Roose- 
veit Address,” cited the “wide pub- 
licity” given the sinkings of 
American ships near Iceland and 
in the Red Sea as preparing pub- 
lic opinion for “what the Presi- 
dent is going to say.” 


The United States Embassy in 
London reported inquiries pouring 
in from American citizens desiring 
to return to the United States even 
though they must go back by bel- 
ligerent boats. 

The consulate estimated these 
numbered several hundred. It is 
thought there are 5000 Americans 
in England. 


Many Naturalized Americans Face 
Loss of Citizenship. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 11 (AP). 
—Several thousand naturalized 
Americans who have lived in for- 
eign countries beyond the time 
limit permitted by. the Nationality 
Act of 1940 will lose their Ameri- 
can citizenship unless they return 
to the United States by Oct. 14. 

The new law becomes effective 
on that date and naturalized 
Americans outside American ter- 
ritory—unless they are within 
categories excepted by the act— 
will automatically forfeit citizen- 
ship. 

Officials said that all the ab- 
sent Americans have been advised 
through consulates about the law 
and the consequences of violation. 

Some naturalized Americans, de- 
sirous of returning to this coun- 
try, have been stranded in bellig- 
rent territory or other areas be- 
cause of disrupted transportation 
facilties. 

The State Department, which 
has arranged for the return of 
more than 50,000 Americans since 
the start of the war, is now in- 
tensifying efforts to arrange for 
their transportation home before 
Oct. 14. 

In that category, officials said, 
are between 75 and 100 natural- 
ized Americans in the British 
Isles. Until the State Department 
announced a new policy yester- 
day, they had been unable to get 
transportation to the United 
States as American ships are 
barred from navigating belligerent

ARGENTINES CALL 
FOR EXPULSION Ot 
NAZI AMBASSADOR 


Congressional Committee 
Says It Has Proof That 
Envoy Is Directing Po- 
litical Groups. 


BUENOS AIRES, Sept. 11 (AP). 
—Expulsion of German Ambassa- 
dor Edmund von Thermann was 
recommended yesterday by Argen- 
tina’s congressional “Dies Commit- 
tee” on the ground that he had 
“overstepped his functions and 
abused his diplomatic privileges.” 
The committee reported it had 
documentary proof that Von Ther- 
mann was directing Nazi political 
organizations in violation of Argen- 
tine law. 

The action against Von Ther- 

mann follows the contention of 
various legislators that he should 
be held persona non grata—an act 
against him personally and not 
necessarily affecting diplomatic re- 
lations with Germany itself. 
The committee prepared for 
presentation tomorrow. a _ report 
charging that the German Trans- 
ocean agency is “not a news serv- 
ice as it claims but a vehicle for 
political propaganda 
from Berlin.” 

The report said the agency re- 
ceived from Berlin in the last four 
years about $293,000 and collected 
only $6900 in Argentina. 

It agked that action be taken to 
prevent the directors of the Ger- 
man Chamber ef Commerce in 
Buenos Aires from collecting taxes 
from German workers and their 
Argentine-born sons to support the 
local Nazi machine. 


3 Germans Arrested in Chile, 8 
: Others Released. 

SANTIAGO, Chile, Sept. 11 (AP). 
—Police officials investigating al- 
leged Nazi activities in Chile held 
three Germans in custody over- 
night and released eight others 
after questioning. A number of | 
other Germans were ordered to ap- 
pear today for questioning, the po- 
lice said.

Sweet pickled fruits are a spe- 
cial variety of the pickle family. 
Use small fruits for pickling, small 
peaches, seckel pears, crabapples. 
The same recipe can be used for 
all fruits, but leave the skin on 
the pears and apples, removing 
only their blossom ends, Simmer 
the fruit very slowly so that the 
syrup will not cook déwn and be- 
come too thick. Test the fruit for 
doneness with a steel knitting 
needle and pack them carefully 
to prevent breaking or mashing 
them. 

Sweet Pickled Peaches, 
Three pounds white sugar, 
Two cups pure molasses. 

One quart mild vinegar. 

One-half teaspoon salt. 

Ten two-inch sticks of cinnamon. 

Three tablespoons whole cloves. 

Two tablespoons allspice berries. 

Eight pounds or four quarts 
peaches.- 

Put the ‘vinegar, sugar, molasses, 
in a large saucepan. Stir until the 
sugar is dissolved; boil 10 minutes. 
Dip the peaches in boiling water 
for a few seconds, then plunge 
into cold water. Peel only as many 
as can be cooked at one time. 
Leave the peaches whole. Simmer 
the fruit im the suyrup until it is 
tender (about 5 minutes), cooking 
as many as the pan will hold at 
one time. Remove from the syrup 
with a perforated spoon and place 
in hot, sterilized jars. Fill the jars 
with hot syrup and seal immedi- 
ately. Yield, four quarts.

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US WARPLANES 
BEST IN WORLD 
SAYS STIMSON Al 


Output Reported Increas- 
ing, Too — Equipment 
for Squadron Every 
Other Day Expected. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 11 (AP). 
—The “finest air force in the 
world” in point of quality of air- 
craft, will go in action Monday 
in the Louisiana maneuvers of the 
Second and Third Armies, Robert 
A. Lovett, Assistant Secretary of | 
War for Air, told a press confer- 
ence today. 

Lovett said his opinion of the 
unmatched caliber of new Ameri- 
can-built warplanes was based on 
the best information available 
from abroad and on tests made 
by United States pilots with for- 


eign aircraft. 
Deliveries, he said, have been 


speeded to the point of equipping 
a squadron—12 to 15 planes— 
every two days. $4 

“In point of quantity, we still 
have a long way to go, but produc- 
tion is now beginning to roll,” he 
said. “Our share of it from here 
on should enable us to equip com- 
bat units at the rate of about one 
squadron every other day. This 
rate should increase in the coming 
months.” 

Lovett said even better models 
of the planes he praised were On 
the way. 

Reveals Details of Planes. 

He gave some hitherto undis- 
closed details on performance and 
armament of the combat planes to 
be placed at disposal of the Sec- 
ond and Third air task forces 
which will collaborate with ground 
troops in the war games. 

The two-engine Lockheed P-38 
interceptor, a striking departure 
in pursuit ship design, is the 
“fastest military plane ‘in the 
world today,” with a speed well 
over 400 miles an hour with full 
military load, Lovett said. 

It is powerfully armed with 
two: 37-millimeter cannon and an 
unstated number of 50-caliber ma- 
chine guns. 

In addition to the P-38, the Sec- 
ond and Third Army air com- 
manders will have two other 
types of pursuit ships, the Bell 
P-39 “cannon with wings” and 
the new Curtiss P-40E; two types 
of medium bombers, the Martin 
B-26 and the North American 
B-25; the Douglas A-20 attack 
bomber, or light bomber: and the 
Douglas A-24 dive bomber, the 
same plane as the navy’s dive 
bomber, which is recognized as 
the finest in existence. 


Dive Bombers for Realism. 


Two squadrons of army dive 
bombers will give blitzkrieg real- 
ism to the 500,000 troops in the 
games, in addition to two squad- 
rons lent by the navy and Marine 
Corps. As recently as June, of- 
ficers had doubted that the army 
could get deliveries of the A-24’s 
by maneuver time. 

In each of the four main classi- 
fications—pursuit ships, light 
bombers, medium bombers and dive 
bombers—the air force has planes 
which “in maneuverability, per- 
formance and,fire power represent 
the last word in fighting equip- 
ment,” Lovett said. 

He rated the Douglas A-20 at- 
tack bomber superior to anything 
in its class for its function of 
bombing ammunition dumps, 
bridges, and troop concentrations. 
The British use it as a night fight- 
er under the name Havoc. 


Speed of Bombers. 


The B-25, medium bomber, with 
a top speed only slightly less than 
“certain famous fighter types cur- 
rently used abroad,” has range, 
speed and bomb-load capacity be- 
yond any foreign medium bomber, 
Lovett said. The Martin B-26, 
slightly faster at top speed, has 
a cruising speed which makes it 
the fastest bomber of its class in 
the air. 

The single-engine pursuit ships 
are the Bell P-39 and the Curtiss 
P-40E. The waspish-looking P-39 
mounts a 37-millimeter cannon as 
well as 50 and 30-caliber machine 
guns and is rated without equal as 
a middle-altitude fighter.

The new P-40 performs at high | 


altitudes to meet modern  sub- 
stratosphere bombers, and is a 
higher powered and more heavily 
armed successor to the P-40 em- 
ployed by the British under the 
name of Tomahawk in the Middle 
East.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 11. 

T ‘isn’t easy for this column to 

support a position of Mr. Will- 

kie. It did that once and now, 
like the famous mouse caught in 
a cheese-baited trap, when offered 
cheese ag a diet by its captor, “that 
mouse didn’t want any more 
cheese.” 

But after all, this column isn’t 
about Mr. Willkie. It is about a 
cause he is defending—against an 
investigation of the motion picture 
and perhaps the radio industry to 
learn if they are publishing propa- 
ganda to get us into war. 

The first difficulty is to define 
the word “propaganda” and the 
second is that whatever they are 
publishing is plain for the whole 
of our people to see and hear daily 
and millions of them do see and 
hear it. They have the evidence 
of their own senses and it doesn’t 
require a legislative investigation 
to tell. them whether it is war 
propaganda—or to try to be more 
accurate—whether it continuously 
plays up the case for American in- 
tervention or not. 

Each person must be his own 
judge of that. As far as | am con- 
cerned, I think it does, or at least 
has a tendency in that direction. 
But suppose it does, then what are 
we going to do about it? That, in 
my opinion, is the real vice of the 
so-called investigation. The mo- 
ment a move is made to curtail 


ed, the spoken or the visualized 
word, we begin to ‘lose the most 
essential basis of democracy—free- 
dom of opinion, debate, and expres- 
sion. 

There’s No Suppression. 

If there were some sinister force, 
whether in public or private hands, 
which had the power to shut off 
all expression on one side of an 
argument and to falsify or distort 
all expression on the other side, 
there would be something to rave 
about. 

But such is not the case here. 
We have always the press and 
throughout this war, while pages 
of editorials and commentators 
have argued these questions in the 
hot zeal of advocacy, pro and con, 
I have yet to hear even a charge 
that the news reports of almost all 
the press have not been factual 
and coldly objective to a degree 
remarkable in the whole history of 
wars and unequalled anywhere else 
on earth. 

As far as the radio is concerned, 
while it seems to me that most 
news commentators take tittle trou- 
able to conceal their pro-war bias, 
yet, with the exception of a few 
ridiculous “prognosticators,” I 
haven’t observed any of them in the 
act of playing fast and loose with 
the truth in their daily or hourly 
newscasting. How could they? They 
are dependent on the press services 
and, while they give us informa- 
tion a few hours in advance, the 
printed news columns would almost 
immediately refute any attempt to 
violate or distort the truth. Also, 
it seems to me that [ hear as 
many anti-war as pro-war radio 
speeches. 


Never Denied Radio Time. 


While I have rarely requested 
it, I have never been refused radio 
time in my life. I have had plenty 
of it and I am as: far from agree- 
ment with the extreme interven- 
tionists as I am with the extreme 
isolationists. 

Most of the complaints about the 
movies attack fiction films. Doubt- 
less some of them do distort ac- 
tual conditions. All of them are 
addressed to the emotions. Like 
“Uncle Tom’s Cabin” this could be 
some incitement to war. But they 
are plainly labelled fiction—which 
is the reverse of truth. People 
are so stuffed with the exaggera- 
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freedom in expression of the print-| —

DEFENSE, STARK 
TELLS ENGINEERS 


Country Will Still Main- 
tain Preparedness Pro- 
gram Even If Conflict

America’s gigantic armament 
program will not terminate abrupt- 
ly when peace returns to embat- 
tled Europe, former Gov. Lloyd C. 
Stark predicted last night at a 
national defense meeting of the 
American Society of Mechanical

“Prime Minister Churchill made 
one point very clear in a recent 
address,” Stark asserted. “He as- 
sured his people that the post-war 
diplomacy of Britain and the Unit- 
ed States will not be undertaken 
with the assumption that there will 
be no more wars. 

“T believe this is the sentiment 
of the President and of our peo- 
ple, and feel certain that we must

Mrs. Alexander, the mother of 

six children, busied herself as 
usual with household tasks while 
receiving congratulations on her 
triumph with three other amateurs 
campaigning for School Board 
membership under the title of “We, 
the People.” 
. She and some of her. neighbors 
in suburban Upper Darby Town- 
ship decided to “do something” 
when the School Board became in- 
volved in a discussion over how 
the money made from school plays 
should be spent. 

Students contended they ought 
to be allowed to spend the money 
their own way, but the board said 
“no.” Then, too, seniors didn’t like 
it when the board took two class 


members to task for pranks during 
a trip to Washington. 

Mrs, Alexander and her neigh- 
bors entered the primary on an in- 
dependent ticket against the slate 
of Republican Congressman James 
Wolfenden, long a power in poli- 
tics in Delaware County and a 
resident of Upper Darby. 

The machine proved no match 

for the aroused neighorhood group, 
Mrs. Alexander easily winning the 
Republican nomination,  tanta- 
mount to election, along with her 
three insurgent: candidates. The 
result wasn’t even close. They de- 
feated among others Albert J. Wil- 
liams, president of the School Board 
since 1934, and Je Milton Lutz, 
member of the board since 1886. 
- What’s more, Mrs. Alexander 
didn’t give up. cooking and doing 
things for her family. She cam- 
paigned in her spare time. Her 
slogan was a “new era” in the 
school administration, and she

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| Importance of 
Skin Care for

care of the skin. The skin seems

The skin plays an important part 
in heat regulation and other func- 
tions of the body and assists in 
the elimination of waste products, 
so it has a double part to play 
during this period and needs reg- 
ular care. Of course, this simply 
means it should be kept clean and 
protected from irritations, such as 
clothes, etc. 

There are certain characteristic 
conditions that occur during the 
expectant period for the mother, . 
which are localized in the skin. 
Certain skin diseases are found 

only at this —_ 


SOME OF THESE skin condi- 
tions are due to disturbance of the 
ductiess glands. For instafice, de- 
posits of pigment in the skin and 


darkening of the skin in spots. . 


Flushing and dilatation of’ the 
blood vessels is common. Itching 
during the last half of the period 
of gestation is so common as al- 
most to be a part of the process. 
It may be general or  ilocalized. 
Varicosities of the veins of the 
leg often aggravate or may even 
be the cause of this condition. 

A definite skin disease which oc- 
curs at this time and no other is 
called “prurigo gestationis” and it 
occurs in otherwise healthy wom- 
en. It consists of small pinhead 
to lentil-sized red spots. It is 
usually on the arms, forearms, 
hands, legs or feet. The onset is 
gradual and it may or may not 
be accompanied by itching. The 
birth of the baby immediately 
terminates it and that is about 

that really cures it, although 
some relief can be obtained by the 
use of soothing creams and lo- 
tions, 
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-HERPES GESTATIONIS is a 
blistery eruption which also occurs 
at this period and usually early, 
stopping spontaneously about the 
fourth month. 

Erythema gestationis consists of 
red eruption on the skin. Jt has, 
sometimes, quite.severe symptoms 
with intense burning and itching 
and elevation of temperature. 

Eruption of the gums is also a 
special condition which is a haz 
ard at this time. 

Most of the conditions respond 
to ordinary soothing ointments 
and lotions and no specific treat- 
ment has been found to be infal- 
lible.

nurses the country has ever 
known, The army has already ab- 
sorbed thousands of graduate 
nurses, and 4600 more are needed 
by Jan. 1, 1942. 

Civilian hospitals in June of this 
year needed an estimated 9900 
more nurses than were available 
for general staff nurses, head 
nurses, supervisors, instructors, ad- 
ministrators and other hospital 
nursing personnel. There are not 
enough private duty nurses to meet 
actual civilian needs during peak 
periods of illness, 


The United States Public Health 
Service needs nurses for defense 
areas; the Public Health Nursing 
Service reports that the public 
health nursing requirements of the 
country are not being met; the U. 
S. Veterans’ Administration has 
openings for more than 1000 
nurses; industry is growing out of 
reach of the supply of industrial 
nurses. 


The situation is acute. To meet 
it, a nationwide call has gone out 
and a goal of 50,000 well-qualified 
student nurses has been set for 
this year’s enrollments in nursing 
schools, Intensive recruiting is go- 
ing on on all nursing fronts, and 
a Federal-aid grant of $1,250,000 
has been made by the Government 
to permit qualiffed nursing schools 
to expand their programs and ad- 
mit more. students to their classes. 

Typical of the nation-wide pro- 
gram, is the one now under way at 
the Washington University School 
of Nursing here in St. Louis. Fall 
registration fell considerably short 
of the school’s capacity. Now with 
funds granted under the Federal

appropriation aimed at training 
nurses for national defense, the 
School of Nursing will start classes 
in February in a mid-year effort 
to increase the number of students 
in its basic nursing education pro- 
gram.

“It is imperative that we operate 
at capacity enrollment,” explains 


Miss Louise Knapp, director of the 
School of Nursing and of the 
Nursing Service of the Allied Hos- 
pitals, which include Barnes, St. 
Louis Children’s and St. Louis Ma- 
ternity hospitals. “With the seri- 
ous shortage of trained or regis- 
tered nurses here in St. Louis, we 
need to be training all the student 
nurses than can be handled with 
our facilities. After six months of 
training, three student nurses 
might, if matters become even 
more acute, release two graduates 
for posts that need graduate 
nurses. The students, too, can, 
after six months, relieve staff 
nurses of part of the burden they 
are now carrying because of the 
shortage of private duty nurses.”

Actually, for several years, it has 
been distinctly under-staffed, but 
the impression that young women 
searching for a career would do 
well to avoid the nursing profes- 
sion has persisted. 

Still another reason for the de 
mand-exceeding-the-supply status 
of the nursing profession is the 
spread of group hospitalization 
insurance. Many individuals with 
hospital bills paid under this plan 
take the money that would or- 
dinarily be spent for hospital care 
alone to hire private duty nurses. 

Distinctly a woman’s profession, 
nursing today presents unusual op- 
portunities to well-qualified young 
women. More and more emphasis 
is being placed on the value of 
nursing in industrial plants; in the 
care of mental patients; in the 
care of crippled children; and in 
the plans for the control of heart 
disease and cancer. Nurses who 
have had special training in ortho- 
pedics are in great demand as 
teaching supervisors in hospitals, 
as orthopedic consultants or staff 
nurses in official state agencies for 
the care of crippled children, and 
as nurses in visiting nurse agen- 
cies which have special orthope- 
dic programs. 

The field of opportunity for the 
graduate of an accredited nursing 
school is great these days and

HE trouble with many other-

e could not give 
West a diamond ruff. There was 
no sense in cashing the king, since 
that would be only a second de- 
fensive trick. If declarer had the 
heart ace, East saw that the con- 
tract never could be defeated. If 
West had that valuable card, how- 
ever, there was a distinct chance. 
Acting on this proper analysis, 
East returned his fourth best 
heart. West captured the queen 
and promptly shifted back to his 
original lead, diamonds. East 
gobbled up the 10 and king, defeat- 
ing the contract. 

Although I have said that East 
defeated the contract, it was really 
the declarer who defeated himself. 
The opening lead carried a strident 
warning. Surely the declarer 
should have realized that such a 
lead was almost certainly the top 
of a doubleton; that it was out of 
the question that West could be 
leading the queen from two or 
three small cards, or that, in this 
particular case, he would have 
guessed the diamond situation so 
clairvoyantly that he would have 
led the queen, holding the king as 
well. The crux, therefore, was to 
hold up the diamond ace at the 
first trick in the hope that the 
heart ace was in West’s hand, and 
that communication between East 
and West could be broken. 

Obviously, the holdup play would 
work beautifully. West's continua- 
tion of a diamond would be won by 
the ace and the heart queen laid 
down. Nothing could prevent de- 
clarer from discarding his third 
diamond on an established heart, 
and his total loss would be only 
one spade, one heart and one dia- 
mond.
